Epitons News -—Your paper of last even- 
ing contains an editornal on “The proposed 
City Tax,” and a communiention from “C 
F A” upon the same subject Both coincide 
in approval of the tax for the purpose spec- 
ified in the resolutions of the Council, but 
condemn its limitation to personal property 
Your editorial takes the ground that city 
lots should have been declared personal 
property for the purpose of this tax, and 
made to contribute thereto equally with oth- 
er personal property Your correspondent 
argues that all personal property should 
have been exempted, and the tax been levied 
on real estate only. There seems to me to 
be nothing in “C F A.’s” arguments to sup- 
port his proposition. If possible, all descrip- 
tions of property should be faxcd—real as 
well as personal—and I think jour editorial 
is correct m stating such to be the only true 


e| principle of taxation, wherever practicable. 


Under our present peculiar circumstances, 
however, this does not seem to be the case, 
and berem hes the difficulty It would of 
course be useless to levy a tax at all, unless 
its collection could be enforced, and how 
could a tax on real estate be collected here? 
Certainly not by a enle of the land, because 
no title could be given to the purchaser at 
tax sale, not by proceedings against the 
owners, in a large majority of c1ses, for so 
many of the real estate owners here are non- 
residents. Ihnow of no means that could 
be adopted to enforce the collection of such 
g tax. A tax title to one half the city would 
be of no value whitever—neither would it 
be held of any validity by the constitutional 
courts, when we come to have suck here 
Even had the Legislative Council the power 
to declare our city lots personal property, 
for the pu pose of this tax, as your editorial 
recommends, the same ebjection to taxing 
them would still exist, as they could not be 
sold to satisfy the tax; or rather no pur- 
chaser could be found to bid a single dollar 
on them, under such a sale 

This subject was thoroughly discussed in 
the’Council, at the time the resolut‘ons you 
mention were adopted, and the conclusions
